Passing the Citizens' street car stables 


on North street tho other day the reporter 
saw that extensive improrcinents had 
been made under the direction of Man- 
ager Ferguson, who devotes his whole 
time to looking after tho plant.

THE 
PRUSSIAN 
CAVALRYMEN WHO 


WERE FIRST TO ENTER PARIS. 


A Curious Incident "Which Slight Have 


, ^rolonsed the 
Franco-Prussian War. 


interview with One of the Daring Ad- 
vance Guards—A Possibility. 


Among the many who read with inter- 


est the review of Mr. E. B. Wnshburne's 
last literary work, "Recollections of a 
Minister to France," was Mr. Albert D.

with the affair, sought an inteniew, in 
the course of which Mr. Levingcr said: 


"On March 1 tlie .second, third and 


fourth squadrons of my regiment left 
Versailles about 4 o'clock in the morning. 
The troops which were to enter Paris had 
left the night before and were quartered 
near the Longc-hainps, so as to be fresh the 
next morning for the review and the en- 
try 
of Paris. 
To let as many corps as 


possible enter the city among tho stip- 
ulated i'SO,000 men only (he Iirst battalion 
of each infantry regiment and the first 
squadron of each cavalry regiment were 
selected to compose the occupying force. 
When we reached Hie I.oim'cliumps the of- 
ficers were called 
loi-Miird ,-ind told that 


the emperor would revie'.v l i i e tniops and 
Mint the men were present to prevent at- 
tent.its or any aLtenipt upon Ins lil'e. 


"We were ordered In ride p.itrouilles to

second thought I rode over the bridge and 
stood in Paris, the Hi-sl Prussian to enter 
the city. 
A lew people who were there 


shouted, -The Prussians!' but they made 
no hostile demonstrations, am!. ai'liT look- 
ing around, t voile out and joined my 
men. 
When 1 returned 1 told my friend, 


Huron von ./iigemen, tliat I hail been in 
Paris. 


" 'Yon are only joking,' he replied. 
"I assured him that I had really been 


within the fortifications, 
lie was n man 


who was torn! of adventure, and iie imme- 
diately proposed another trip. 1 assented, 
and we selected an orderly to go with us. 
His name. I think, was Kaiser. 
When 


we entered Paris the streets were well 
nigh deserted. 
Wo walked our horses up 


one of the principal avenues. 
On the left 


we noticed a hospital, in Iront ol' which 
were many wounded soldiers. 
We very 


properly saluted, but they stilleuly declined 
to return it. We rode uloug until we 
reached the Arc dc Triomphe. 
At the 


sight of that mngnilicent pile our hearts 
swelled with pride, and Jagcman and I 
clasped hands with much emotion at being 
the first Prussians in Paris. 


''The Arc de Triomphe was closed with 


heavy chains and deep ditches were dug 
before il. so that we could not pass 
through it, and by doing so 
painfully 


wound French national pride. Crowds of 
people assembled at the Arc, and when 
they saw us approaching they shouted, 
'Assassins! Prussians!1 and crowded us so 
closely that I drew my saber in anticipa- 
tion of an attack, 


" 'For (lod's sake, Levinger.' saidjnge- 


Hiiin, 'don't get in a row. 
Let us return. 


If it become known that we entered Paris 
ngainsl orders we will be court martialed. 
It does not matter so much to you, for 
you will leave the army after tlie war, but 
it will ruin my nyiliiary career.' 


"We had received imperative orders to 


ride ,1s far as the fortifications only, and, 
seeing the wisdom of his counsel, I ns- 
sentcil. 
"SVe turned around and rode to 


the gates of the Bois de Boulogne. 
When 


we entered the Bois we met Director of 
Field Police Stieber and about 100 men. 
We told him where we had been, and he 
asked in astonishment: 'What did jousec!-' 
What did they say to you!'' 


" 'Some threw a little nuul at us and we 


were paid few compliment'!.' I replied. 
One of Director Sticber's oflicers wanted 
to go in with the director, but the lattcl 
replied that he preferred lo iraii until a 
regiment could accompany him. 
Ware- 


joined onr regiment. 
The emperor ar- 


rived shortly, and. after reviewing the 
troops, returned to Versailles, vr'ulle th» 
30,000selected men marched inti. Paris. 


"We said nothing about our ajventure 


for fear of being court mnrtialed. In the 
rapidly changing panorama of events 
which were crowded into that spring we 
did not realize what we had done. 
I hav« 


since thought, however, that, if we had 
got into a fight with the sansculottes in the 
streets and been killed the result might 
have been serious. The Paris mob was 
ready lor any kind of violence, as the ter- 
rible commune subsequently showed, and 
the Prussians were in no mood for trifling. 
Baron von Jageman is still in the regular 
army and in the same regiment of which 
King Humbert of Italy is honorary col- 
onel.1'—Philadelphia Cor. yew York'Hcr- 
aid.
